nu fuel or clothing beyond underwear. 
When your correspondent left (lie lower 
terminal of tlie railway at 1 p. m. the 

resi ue party w hicli lias 1 a toiling up 

tlie mill' and a half of the inountaiii 
covered by the train since S a. in., were 
still -IOO feet below the tunnel. The 
mine N iippro.Niiiiiitcly S.UOO feet ti i > ; 
above it is an inmieiis.' glacier for half 
u mile, I hen jagged bare peaks of rock. 

Tho slide started from the peak and 
and by some probably t-lighL cause 
swung n round the cliff or ridge shelter- 
ing the building, struck the bunk house 
endways, sweeping it and its occupants 
down a dry canyon. (>! It) in the build- 
ing, ten escaped, although inure or less 
injured. Kour of the survivors spent 
the night in the snow wrapped in blun- 
keirs. In the morning they started down 
the bill. The first two reached the hut 
at the feed of the Iramwuy at 2 o'clock, 
i he other men at -1 o'clock. The snow 
was Jrom (! to 20 feel deep. One mati, 
with a broken leg and shoulder bone, 
was carried into the tunnel and spent 
all of Friday and today till noon with- 
out food or attention. 

A coTipru or roe survivors then got the 
tramway walking and sent him down in 
a bucket. It could not be used to gel 
the rescuers up.

The bones having been set 
by Dr. Hawkey, at the foot of 11, e 
tramway. Campbell and Murphy we 
married men with families. Tlie rest 
were single. J t w iH probably he Mon- 
day before any of the bodies are recov- 
ered. Eood will he taken up for the 
survivors and rescuers tomorrow morn- 
ing. A stable containing two horsen was 
destroyed, but the horses uninjured, al- 
though without food. 

IJAIBEL/LESS STORY. 

Nelson, Dec. 27.— Further particulars 
are learned of the snowelides that oc- 
curred on Christinas night, resulting in 
the razing of the Molly Gibson bunk 
house, .probably the death of eight men, 
and tbo maiming of several others. The 
slide was totally unexpected, as since 
the mine buildings have been erected, no 
slide has ever threatened them. The 
bunk house, which was a two-storey 
frame structure, stood on a small ridge, 
at the lower edge <rl a basin, sloping 
gradually up to the glacier that can be 
seen from Nelson; below the Kokaneo 
peaks. The mine in above the timber 
line, and is about 10 miles from Koote- 
nay hike. The men who were in tiie 
•bunk house, and have not yet been ac- 
counted for, nltlKuiirh posoiibly some of 
them are alive, are: L. Brownlee, M. 
E. Hall, afisayer. Nelson; YV. G. Mm- 
,phy, Ainsworth; T. House, Kilverton; W. 
Collins, Nelson; two Italians, unknown; 
Gee Chip, Chinese cook. 

Those accounted for are: .1. A. Camp- 
hell, dead; 1). IMcLaughlin, shoulder dis- 
located and leg broken; ,1. R. Uualop, 
uninjured; ,1. McGiuues, slightly hurt; 

John A. Hell, foremai arm cut; Mc- 

Creatb, safe; Harris, safe; Johnston, 
sale; "Billy", safe; .1. McDonald, safe; 
Italian, unknown, safe; Jules Lunelle, 
sa l'e. 

'The first information as to there being 
anytliing wrong at the mines was re- 
ceived at 1 ::'.() yesterday afternoon, 
when Jules Labelle staggered into the 
house of Hobt. Mctiuire at the Molly 
Gibson lauding. IMcGuire saw by bis 
appearance that something had hap- 
pened, and getting a few of the chief 
parti cul arc; from him as iiuickly as pos- 
sible, telephoned to Nelson for assist- 
ance. A relief jiarty was quickly form- 
ed al Nelson and, accompanied by the 
mine physician and the coroner, left on 
the ('. P. It. Co.'s steamer Kokaneo for 
the scene of disaster. According to La- 
belle's «tory, there were 19 or 20 men 
in the bunk house at the time of the 
slide. Only one shift is worked, and as 
it was Christmas day, they had "knock- 
ed off" at noon and stayed in all the 
afternoon. After supner an impromptu 
concert was held, which was kept up till 
a little after 10. Then all turned in but 
Lilbelle, and ail lights were extinguish- 
ed except a candle, which he stuck up 
at the head of his bunk to read by. Af- 
ter reading for a short time, be blew out 
his light and turned over to go to sleep. 
The weather was very stormy, it was 
snowing hard, and :i regular gale was 
blowing. 

TIIE SLIDE. 
As be was sinking off to (deep, ho 
heard a distant rumble, which rapidly 
grow louder. He knew it was a sli<le, 
but never dreamed of its coining close 
till a sudden crash came and the build- 
ing seemed to go to pieces. The hunk 
house wan about 30x40 feet in dimen- 
sions. On the ground iloor were the 
kitchen, dinirg and sitting rooms, while 
the office was in a small separate build- 
ing L-shaped, 'hut between the bunk 
bouse and the main building. Upstairs 
tlie bunks were arranged in two tiers, 
in some of which there were two men 
and in the others one. Strange to say, 
instead of striking the office, the slide 
seemed to swing around and struck the 
other end of the buildin,?, sweeping it 
away. The only corner left of the up- 
stairs, so far as Lalhelle could judge, 
was the upper corner next to the ofilce. 
He was in a lower corner bunk. John- 
ston was in the next row in the upper 
bunk, and McGinnes in the next one to 
Johnston. The roof chine right down on 
top of Labelle, but although the upper 
bunk was destroyed, he was unhurt, 
though there "was not an inch to spare 
between the scpiltluiR and his body. 
He lmtunged to crawl out, pulling out 



his clothes, which had been rolled up for 
a pillow under his head, with him. 
CRIES FOR 11 LLP. 

Above the roar of the wind bo could 
hear a dozen voices calling for help 
away down the hillside below. He 
helped Johnston and McGinnes out and 
John Bell, the foreman, also showed up. 
lie and Bell then went down the hill- 
side, hoping to extricate some of the 
victims. There wan from four to ten 
feet of loose snow along the trail, and 
it was only with the greatest difficulty 
that any progress was made. McLaugh- 
lin was found about oUD feet below the 
site of the bunk house. Desjpite his dis- 
located shoulder and broken leg, be man- 
aged to partially crawl out, and then 
with the aid of LabeHo and Bell, was 
finally got over to the blacksmith shop, 
which was in the mouth of No. 5 tun- 
nel, a short distance away. Here they 
made a tire and went back to the of- 
liee lor some blankets to make as easy 
a bed as possible and to warm him, as 
in common with all who had been car- 
ried down the hill, he was practically 
without idothes. (he snow having ripped 
the thin nightclothes and underwear 
from the bodies. Campbell was found 
lying in the snow writhing in agony 
without any covering. He could only 
moan, and bad not strength enough to 
rise. They tried to move him towards 
the blacksmith shop, but in the loose 
snow could accomplish nothing. Bell 
then went for a blanket, but by the 
time he got back Campbell was dead, 
having died a few moments after he 
lefr. Johnston and MoGinneo were 
working at the upper part id' the hill, 
but Labelio did not come (lose enough 
lo theni to speak to. and did not know 
what success I hey bad. Mct.'reath and 
Harris were next fou ltd. They were un- 
hurt, although buried in the snow 
and tangled up ill their blankets. As 
well as they could, they contrived rough 
moccasins ami cloaks of the blankets 
and started down I lie hill to reach the 
half-way camp, two miles below the 
foot of the tram. 

James Diinh'.'i and "Hilly" were then 
found. They also were unhurt, and be- 
ing comfortably wrapped in their blan- 
kets, decided to slay where they Mere, 
half-buried in (be loose snow, rather 
than risk the climb bark through the 
deep snow in the face of the storm in 
their scanty an re. The men mention- 
ed as being sale were found near by. 
Collins was heard to cry for help a num- 
ber of times, loil before tiny could reach 
the place the cries had ceased and they 
could find no trace of him.

London, Out., Dec. 27.— A serious ac- 
cident occurred last night ut Wanstead 
station, on tlie Saraia branch of the 
Grand Trunk railway. It was a head- 
on collision between the Pacific Express 
and an Eustbound freight. 

The express .was proceeding "West at 
its usual high Tate of speed, while the 
freight was under slow headway, and 
was to have taken a switch at Wan- 
stead to allow the passenger to pass. Ap- 
parently neither engineers saw the dau- 
ber ahead in rime to avoid the accident, 
tor the two engines came together near 
the East switch witli a frightful crush, 
overturning into the ditch. 

The accident was caused by the negl'- 
gence of the operator to inform the 
freight to take the niding. It is estimat- 
ed that 21! people were killed aud.UU in- 
jured.

When Maseagni decid- 
ed to return to Italy he had no further 
use for his American manager, and 
discharged him. Heard claims that his 
contract called for ?f),O0O, and tried 
to collect that amount. Maseagni re- 
fused to pay IHettrd any such sum, and 
the arrest followed. 

Maseagni was allowed to remain nt 
the Auditorium hotel, where he is liv- 
ing, the house detectives agreeing to he 
responsible for his appearance in court. 



It LEW DP BANK. 

How Missouri Burglars Celebrated 
•Christinas Week. 

St. Louis, Dec. 27. — The bank at 
Union, Mo., was robbed of Slo.OOO in 
a sensational manner early today. 'Resi- 
dents near the bunk were aroused by 
the found of an explosion, and rushed 
into the street. The burglars opened 
"tire and finally made their escape in 
safety. Their number is variably es- 
timated at from two to seven. A' hasty 
examination of the vault showed that 
it hud been looted. The building had 
been almost wrecked. Probably 60 
shots were fired by the burglars. While 
the noise aroused citizens generally, the 
gang was enabled to escape because 
most persons supposed some hilarious 
crowd was indulging in a belated Christ- 
mas celebration, 



Washington, Dec. 27.— There is now 
in progress an active exchange of notes 
between the allied powers, Venezuela 
and the United States respecting the 
method of submitting to arbitration the 
issues which have arisen between Vene- 
zuela and the allies. 

The weight of official opinion here this 
afternoon was that several days at least 
must elapse -before anything in the na- 
ture of a preliminary protocol can be 
made ready for signature. Germany's 
insistence upon a prepayment of 10 per 
cent, of her full claim before submitting 
her case to arbitration, anil perhaps 
iPresident Castro's resistance to meeting 
what the allies regard as the obligation., 
of honor, are believed to be now tno 
slicking points. But it is hoped that this 
can be passed within tlie next few days, 
and it is further hoped that some ar- 
rangements will be made in the prelim- 
inary protocol for the raising of the 
blockade, though it is intimated that tho 
allied ships will be kept ready to renew 
it in case of any difficulty on the uart 
of Venezuela in her obligations.. 

Berlin, Dee. 27— The Herman govern- 
ment is dis ipp dnted by President Roose- 
velt's declination to be arbitrator in the 
\ enezuelau dispute, but, in pursuance 
of this decision, will correspond at one; 
with Croat Britain and Italy on the 
subsidiary questions that must now lie 
agreed upon, such as raising tbo block- 
ade ami definite form of request whereby 
Venezuela on one side, and Germany, 
Britain and Italy on the other, will ask 
Tlie Hague tribunal to adjudge the dis- 
pute. The interchange of views on these 
and other requirements probably ■will 
take place at Washington, where the 
ambassador can confer freely with 
Secretary Hay and obtain through him. 
President Castro's assent to the precise 
propositions. 

The T.okal Anzciger's Caracas corre- 
spondent says: "President Castro is 
one of the few "Venezuelans who do not 
distrust the Yankees. Minister Bowen. 
has his confidence fully. The German 
wholesale merchants would regret arbi- 
tration if it leads to United States in- 
stead of international financial control. 
Some of them have declared emphatical- 
ly that if United States control i« es- 
tablished it would bo better to transfer 
their business relations forthwith from 
Hamburg to New York. President Cas- 
tro plans confiscating the pi nerty of 
British, Germnn and Italiai. subjects 
whenever the blockade exhausts its re- 
sources," 

The Foreign Office officials decline to 
indicate what Germany will do regard- 
ing President Castro's reported demand, 
that the powers raise the blockade and 
restore the Venezuelan fleet before Ven- 
ezuela will accept The Hague arbitra- 
tion. 

Home, Dec. 27.— United States Am- 
bassador Meyer today presented to the 
■ Foreign Office President Roosevelt's 
note on the subject of Venezuelan ar- 
bitration. The President says, although

STEALING MATTE 

FROM N0RTHP0RT 



Man Arrested in Rossland Re- 
veals an Extensive Rob- 
bing System 



Hossland, P.. C, Dec. 27.— Peter 
Swauson, a saloon keeper from North- 
port, was arrested here today on the 
charge of having stolen goods in his 
possession. His arrest is the outcome 
of a campaign against a ring of thieves 
who have been stealing matte from tho 
N'orthport smelter for some time. Tbo 
matte is valued at from ^.50 to $(> per 
pound, and it is an easy matter for men 
about the works to put a pound or two 
in their pockets. This has been done 
and the swag traded at saloons about 
N'orthport until the practice lias become 
notorious. Swunson's place was a well- 
known fence for stolen matte, and when 
Swansea came to Hossland today he 
had about a hundred pounds of the stuff, 
valued at SloO, in his possession. 

John S. Ingrain, chief of police, made 
the arrest, and Swauson was promptly 
arraigned on a charge of having stolen 
goods in bis possession, He pleaded 
guilty to flic charge, and was remanded 
to Monday for sentence. The maximum 
penalty is 14 years imprisonment, and 
in view of the facts the N'orthport man 
is likely to he severely dealt with. 
Swauson has not divulged the names of 
the men who actually stole the matte. 
LATER 

The stolen smelter product which 
Peter Swauson brought to Hosslaml to- 
day, consisted of sections of "sows" or 
rich furnace bottoms carrying much 
more gold and silver than ordinary 
matte. Samples of his loud were assay- 
ed, and the value of the lot is placed at 
not less than $1,000.. Swauson made a 
confession this afternoon implicating u 
number of smelter employees and busi- 
ness men of N'orthport in the stealing 
and purchasing of valuable material 
from the smelter. It is stated that 
much excitement exists at N'orthport, 
and that a number of men will leave 
there on Sunday to avoid the prosecu- 
tions which the smelter company will 
commence on Monday.

Would Cost One-Rivrti as Much as Corn 
Starch to Manufacture. 

The Society of Chemical Industry, 
'Canadian section, held its second meet- 
ing for (he year at Toronto on December 
IS- A paper was read on the manufac- 
ture of starch from Cassava, as a com- 
petitor of maize, by Dr. fieoree Arch- 
bold, of Prcscott.

Archlmh] described its 1v<< uti , '*iil e'ui-ni-- 
teristics as it grows in Florida and the 
West Indies. The m>"ro«*eonieal ch«r- 
neters of the starches obtained from dif- 
ferent sources were comii'ired with those 
of cassava, and it was sliowu that those 
of imfze starch were identical with those 
of cassava. A complete description of 
the processes of ma mi rnotUT of e^snvfi 
starch and maize standi wna given, and 
of the conversion of t'lie starch into glu- 
cose and the various by-products. A 
discussion fol'owed, winch was nnrtici- 
pated in by Messrs. dames P. Murray, 
of the'Mnnufactnrprs' A , ssociat , ' > n; T "ino;

The import of th« discussion was the 
value of cite root for .providing a return 
freight for vessels carrying Canadian 
products to the West Indies.

GIVING AAVAY THOUSANDS. 

Strange Stories of Anonymous Bene- 
factors. 

From London Daily Mail. 

Two curious instances of doing good 
by stealth have recently occurred in 
London, and there is apparently no doubt 
that the well-doer has been the same 
individual in both cases.

The statistics 
show that the low exchange has had 
the effect of stimulating exiports, and u 
has been said that but for the fall of 
silver many articles now in the export 
list would ne\er have found their 'way 
there, and that a rise in exchange 
would cause them to disappear alto- 
gether. Mr. .lamieson concludes his re- 
port wiili siime suggestions for the ex- 
pansion of trade witii China, lie 
thinks that a wider fitid is opening for 
machinery, owing to the increasing es- 
tablishment of Hour and rice mills, tic 
adoption of foreign presses for dealing 
with bean products uml lhe use of en- 
gines to assist in various kinds of local 
manufacture on a small scale, lie also 
suggests experiments in the manufacture 
of such articles as hats and shoe-uppers 
for the millions of {'hina and the imita- 
tion of Chinese table accessories in elec- 
tro-plate and similar importations. 

Many of the articles of import enumer- 
ated in Mr. .Iiimieson's report are pro- 
duced or manufactured in Canada, nnd 
should find a marl'ct in China in com- 
petition with United States products, 
which have already gained a substantial 
foothold, One item of trade which is 
growing steadily in 'China is the con- 
sumption of dour ami other breadstiiffs.

He 'believes that almost all the 
college graduates of New York wen? active 
on one side or other in tlie municipal elec- 
tions Hint downed Tammany last year. This 
change he attributes very much to the ex- 
ample of President Roosevelt, ■who certain- 
ly Is a most Inspiring specimen of t be 
American great man. His calls unto the 
educated to do their public duty are of 
clarion like resonance. May they penetrate 
throughout 'Canada and be effective here. 

Not that the educaed of his and other 
[British countries have ever been as hack- 
ward In public duty as the American edu- 
cated formeily were. But our trained In- 
tellects cannot be too active, and are not 
active enough. In serving their country. 
Too many devote themselves solely to busi- 
ness or science or self-education.. 

The less educated can never reasonably 
look with jealousy on the political activity 
of the hotter educated. These are not apt 
to ibe retrogressive, nor devoted to vested 
and class Interests. Quite the contrary. Is 
Hie case. Progress la Great Britain has al- 
ways 'been led most effectively by the high- 
ly educated. Their sympathies are broad- 
ened by training In "the humanities" and 
their intellectual irr.'iHp makes them aware 
of how fast and far it may Ibo expedient at 
any time to go on behalf of the community. 
It Is noteworthy flint American liberalism, 
as distinguished from radicalism has reviv- 
ed since the college graduates went into 
polities. Tlie President, their great ex- 
ample, is distinctly Liberal and distinctly 
Conservative at the same time. Of old, Sir 
tlohn Macdonnhl's opponents used to gibe 
at the title Liberal-Conservative whbh he 
'bestowocl-on his party. Hut It precisely rte- 
'tlnea the nttltude which truly reasonable 



Au Ottawa girl is endeavoring to 
introduce manual training into the mis- 
si. in school at Marnsb, Turkey-in-Asia, 
says the Ottawa Citizen, and according 
to' Mr. W. II. Leake, provincial in- 
spector of technical education, she is 
likely to succeed in her novel plan of 
interesting the juvenile Turks. In- 
spector I, cake, who was formerly in 
charge of the manual training schools 
at Ottawa, arrived in the Dominion 
capital u year or two ago from Toronto. 
It was lie who told nbout the Oil awn 
girl whose bright idea may revolutionize 
school methods in Turkey. She is .Miss 
Crordoll, until recently a teacher in the 
Ottawa public schools, and sister to 
Mrs. .1. L. Ola fTy. Russell avenue. Miss 
Cordon went out to Turkey about n 
year ago as a teacher-missionary, She 
studied manual training during one nf 
the summer terms at the I >. A. A. C. 
ltv contact with Turkish children she 
discovered that their forte was in imi- 
tating rather than in inventing, and ns 
they were slow in acquiring knowledge 
ns 'it is instilled by English methods, 
she tried, with a marked measure of 
success, to interest them ill the rudi- 
ments of manual training. They dis- 
played such liking for their new study 
ami such aptitude in aei|uii'ing its prin- 
ciples that she decided to strengthen 
her hold over them and to broaden their 
view s , on foreign education by intro- 
ducing manual training on a larger 
scale. She wrote to Inspector Leake 
for information about manual training 
supplies, and will send an order for 
these to him in the course of a few- 
weeks. Inspector Leake thinks that 
Miss Gordon has hit upon one of the 
best plans for brightening the youngsters 
of Turkey. 

"Among educationists throughout the 
world," remarked Inspector Leake, "Can- 
ada is being advertised by reason of its 
experiments with manual training. 1 

was not aware of this until rt ntly; 

but a series of articles on Tho Rise 
and Development of Manual Training 
in Canada,' which appeared in the Prac- 
tical Teachers' Art Monthly, London. 
Eng., as well as enquiries as to the 
working of the system from many 
American educationists brought it 
forcibly to my attention. Americans arc 
interested in the system, and have in- 
duced some of our best teachers to 
i ross the line." 

Inspector , Leake also stated thai ar- 
rangements were well under way to 
inaugurate the system in British Colum- 
bia, whither several Ontario teachers 
will be sent iii the near future. The 
Ontario education department is now 
planning to place on a periiianent basis 
the awarding of grants in connection 
with manual training and household 
science in the schools that come directly 
under the depart it's supervision. 

"I have been much pleas'ed." continued 
Inspector Leake, "with the way ill 
which the Toronto public school board 
has introduced manual training into the 
Broadview Hoys' Institute in that city. 
The institute provides a room and the 
public school board pays ,i monthly rent 
of .S'JO. But this amount is used by the 
institute to help pay the manual train- 
ing teacher's salary. Public school boys 
use the room live mornings in the week, 
and institute boys use it in the evenings. 
It was a new move on the part of the 
board, and a good one." 

Inspector Leake favors the consolida- 
tion of rural schools where this is at all 
possible, and has written an article set- 
ting forth his views, which will uppeai- 
shortly in the Panning World. 

Mr. John Evans, who has charge of 
the manual training classes at the model 
school, has been given supervision over 
similar classes at the Ontario Agricul- 
tural foliepe, fiuelph, and will remove 
to the Royal City in a week or so.

Many 
other ores prove themselves adaptable 
and all ores which readily siiuie are spe- 
cially suitable, where water concentra- 
tion, as at present known, is out of lh'2 
question. 

The hand plant which is now being set 
up in this camp, consists of a mixing 
cylinder, which is revolved slowly to 
agitate the pulp, or crushed ore mixed 
with water, with the oil and in which 
the oil comes in contact with the miner- 
al constituents of the ore and has the 
property of picking them up. The oil 
holding this mineral is then collected 
and put into a centrifugal machine 
which revolves at 2,000 revolutions per 
miuuto and is driven by an electric 
motor, it is in this machine that tho 
oil is separated from the mineral which 
remains in the bottom of the basket in 
the form of a wet concentrate contain- 
ing a little oil. It is then transferred to 
a perforated basket and revolved at the 
same speed as before. The remainder 
of the oil is then washed out with hot 
water. The machine is then allowed to 
run for a few minutes till the product is 
practically dry. This is then weighed 
and assayed and by calculating back on 
the amount of the original sample and 
the values contained therein the recov- 
ery of the contents is accurately ascer- 
tained. 

Going back over the process thus de- 
scribed and elucidating a few details, it 
must be explained that the ore on ar- 
rival is crushed and sampled down to a 
convenient amount for a lirst test. The 
cpusuer employed is a Taylor hand 
crusher. It is then ground to the mes^ 
which Is considered to be tho most suit- 
able, and, according to the results ob- j 
tuiued on the first experiment, subse- 
quent trials would be with a tiuor mesh 
or not as the recovery showed more or 
less percentage of value when compared, 
with the lirst sampling and assaying.

Within a few days he was 
attached to the detective service, and 
on July IS. 1850. was appointed captain 
of detectives, lie remained at the head 
of the detective service for nearly 41 
years, or until April 7, ISO", when he 
was appointed chief of police to succeed 
Patrick Crowley, retired. On January 
1 1900, Chief] Lew was retired, at his 
request, from active service, on the 
pension of a chief. His retirement was 
tho result of political manipulation, and 
he bitterly regretted t>- condition which 
had forced him out of the department. 
■He had hoped to round out an even 
half century in the police service of the 
city and during the later years of his 
tenure this was the on- great ambition 
of his life At the time of his retire- 
ment he hud been a police officer for 
over -Ui years, a longer term than that 
served by any other member of the de- 
partment. • , , . 

^During tho forty-odd years of Ins 
service as head of the lctective bureau 
Captain Lees, as his old friends called 
him to the end, established for himself 
a reputation above and beyond that of 
any other detective chief in the country, 
ille was known at home and abroad as 
one of the most callable detectives of 
modern times. lie held the confidence 
and esteem of police officiate throughout 
the world— for his work was world-wide 
in its connections. There was never a 
criminal case so complicated and so 
hidden that Lees could not run it out to 
some sort of a logical solution. Ins 
mind was- at once comprehensive and 
analytical. The ordinary tricks of a 
detective Officer were matters of rote 
tu .him, and he employed them only as 
ivcniouccs. Above all, he was an in- 
vestigator of the highest order, and 
therein lay the secret of bis great suc- 
cess in the detective business. 

lie was an indefatigable worker, car- 
ing less for bodily rest than lor the 
curly accomplishment of his ends. 
Some of his men, more laggard than he, 
often complained that be was overwork- 
ing them. But Lees was working 
harder than any of them, and the very 
labor of which they complained was 
making records for them as brilliant 
and efficient olllcers. 

The great criminal cases successfully 
hnndled by Lees- are aimost without 
number. But perhaps the most emi- 
nent among these are tho church mur- 
ders of Theodore Durant and th* poison 
murders of Cordelia iBotkin. The Dur- 
rant murders occurred in 1895, when 
Lees was Ik") years of age. He was a 
ILos Angeles when the ease opened, and 
it was several days old before he ar- 
rived on the scene. Durrnnt had been 
arrested on suspicion, but the police were 
stalled for evidence of guilt. Lees took 
hold of the case, and when the trial 
came on several months later, the prose- 
cution presented one of the strongest 
cases ever made out against an accused 
murderer.

T. N. Woodgate, C. L\, officer in 
of works at the naval establish- 
ment at Esquimau, will be shortly leav- 
ing for England, having completed the 
term of his appointment to this station. 
During Mr. Woodgate's stay here — dur- 
ing the last six years— many important 
improvements have been made at the 
naval establishments -at Lsquimalt. The 
older portion of the naval yard has been 
almost reconstructed, and, in addition, 
immense store houses have been built, 
which for size nnd strength, are not 
equalled on the Pacific Coast. Among 
the various works are also noticed the 
new coal stores, comprising live large- 
steel structures, absolutely lire-proof. 
These have been recently completed, and 
have a capacity of storing fifteen thou- 
sand toils of coal, which will shortly be 
filled uj>, as a reserve supply for His 
Majesty's ships. In addition to these 
works have also been constructed dur- 
ing Mr. Woodgate's term, n now mag- 
azine, hospital building, naval prison, 
jetties and a rifle range at Comox. 
These works have been principally done 
by contract, but a considerable portion, 
including the steel coal sheds, were car- 
ried on by day labor, under the direc- 
tion of an officer of the department, and 
all under the supervision of Mr. Wood- 
gate. It is not known what is the 
of these works, but it is thought by the 
nature of their arcbitcctular designs 
and massive strength of masonry, that 
some hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have be. 'ii spent. Some few years ago— 
berore the commencement of these new 
works— the mnnher of men employed was 
comparatively few, but now amount, in 
the busy season, to one hundred nnd 

fifty.

According to a report made by Capt. 
.Craigie of the ship Afghanistan, which 
arrived at San Francisco, a four-masted 
bark, name and nationality unknown, is 
aground and abandoned on the North 
shore of Tierrn del Fttego, about 30 
miles from San Diego point. 

The abandoned vessel was painted 
with some dark colors. Her spars were 
white and intact. The boats were gone 
and the sails appeared to have been un- 
bent. No signals were set and no ling 
was in sight. Capt. Crnigie sighted the 
wreck on November 1, and gives his po- 
sition at the time at 54.41 South, 04.50 
West. 

The description of the wreck fits a 
number of overdue vessels. Among

Spokesman- Review pays: 

For several days reports have been 
current on th street that the Canadian 
[Pacific railway will extend its line to I 
Spokane during the coming year. From 
sources which admit of no question, the 
fcspokesmun-Review learned last night 
that Senator George Turner and 1). C. 
'Corbin have made arrangements for the 
eopstntction of a road from here to the 
Canadian boundary line in Northern 
Idaho, where it will join the Crow's 
Nest Puss system of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. 

Interests friendly to the Canadian 
Pacific railway will furnish all funds 
with which to build the 200 miles of 
road. It is said by promoters that the 
chief nim in the construction of the 
new line is to furnish terminal rated 
for Spokane. 

D. lC. Corbin will probably be the 
president, and Senator Turner will be 
chief counsel, at a salary, it is unolli- 
eially reported, of $20,000 a year. Mr. 
Corbin has gone to New York on btisi- 
jiess in connection with tho road. In 
addition to these, there will probably 
bo another Spokane niau on the direc- 
torate, and two men from Puget Sound, 
wdiose names are not yet made public. 

The Canadian Pacific has had a jeal- 
ous eye on the trade of Spokane for 
years. It was wanted to get into this 
iield, not only in freight from the East, 
but also to got some of the wheat busi- 
ness of the Palousc nnd the ore traffic 
of the mines. It was restrained from 
entering this field, however, until now 
it has a light on its hands with James 
J. (Hill, of the Northern Securities com- 
pany, who announced to a Spokesman 
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charter of the Vancouver, Victoria & 
Eastern road, has been fiercely resented 
by the Canadian Pacific, which has con- 
sidered that province ibs own particular 
preserve. The invasion of British Co- 
lumbia by the Hill road has stirred 
tilings up to the point where the Cana- 
dian Pacific is now ready to build Into 
Spokane to reach after the magnificent 
fields around here. It is believed that 
nothing short, of a settlement of the 
serious difficulties between Hill and the 
Canadian Pacific will stop the building 
of tho road. 

The name of the new company to be 
incorporated by Senator Turner and Mr. 
Corbin will probably be the Spokane and 
Kootenny road, although that may be 
changed. According to the plans it will 
run from iSpoknne over to Luke Pond 
d'Areille, touching at Sandpbiut. and 
will then extend North through th" 
Idaho Panhandle, probably along the 
Kootenay river, to the 'Canadian line, 
wdiero it will join a branch of the Cana- 
dian Pacific. The distance is estimated 
at about 200 miles. 

A crow of mien, it is planned, will 
start the first thing In spring, and tho 
road may be completed in a year, as 
operations can be pushed from three or 
four points at once.

York, Mr. Corbin was asked as to the 
truth of the reports that he was inter- 
ested in tho road. "I have nothing to 
say on the subject," was his only an- 
swer.

suits of conquest and victory. But. the 
preservation of Judaism at a time of 
imminent and critical danger remains a 
permanent fait of supreme mportance.

Some cried for 
Tsakwettie, . others for Lasotiwalis. 
The hundreds of tribesmen were in an 
uproar, and while the klootchmen and 
children were running from the lodges, 
a light seemed imminent.

With deriding cries, waring of 
and uproarious shout ;ng, the two purlli 
bandied in^ulis. and while sum,, hurrie 
to the house m|' r.asoti waliis, thai a i up- 
per might he brought and insult given 
for insult, others run to bring boxes 
piled high with blankets and to procure 
as good-s for the battle of the properly, 
lie It wan to be a tight for the dignity of the 
chieftaincy -a light to the h tier end — and 
m such a liu'ht as was then waged a; 
Alert Hay ii was nut the strength of 
arm which gave the victory: the vic- 
tory was not the strongest, but the rich- 
est. It was a fight fought not by force 
of arms, but by wealth of possession, lie 
who could destroy the greater par! was 
llu- winner, for such is the strange 
custom of these people of the wuve- 
wardied const. 

Quickly Lasotiwalis broke the clipper 
they brought him. He splintered the

DUAL OBG'ANIZATIONS. 
Tbe object of the action taken is t.) 
abolish, if possible, dual organizations, 
which in the province of Quebec have 
caused considerable friction. In Mont- 
real exist two central labor bodies— one 
composed of local unions atllliated with 
international bodies, the other composed 
of Knights of Labor assemblies and 
independent unions. Two union labels 
are in use, and on Labor Day two dis- 
tinct labor processions paraded the 
streets and two separate demonstrations 
wore made. The injurious effect of 
such a mate of affairs can be readily 
seen - a house divided against itself, as 
it were.

II HISTORY OF THE CONGRESS. 
As is the Trades Coions Congress of 
'Ireat Britain to the working peopl. of 
that country, and as stands the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to the wage- 
earners of the United States, so equally 
independent, important and necessary is 
the Trades and Labor Congress of 
Canada within its own scope and realm, 
lo the working elements— organized and 
otherwise— in this country. 

Each of the representative organiza- 
tions named cxisis for and aims at the 
I inauguration ami performance of work 
of a character almost impossible on the 
part of any merely local or sectional 
labor organization in its own country. 
With cither, and with both, the primal 
cud in view, while being eminently use- 
ful along other bin's, is to agitate for, 
inaugurate, watch, criticize, and pass 
judgment, upon the merits and demerits 
, of legislation affecting the interests of 

working 1 pie in gene- ,1. In no case, 

except as well de-linen iu the constitu- i 
lion, governing its composition, has 
either liody mandatory power. The 
functions are only of an advisory import, 
with tho object of securing 'unity of 
■•"ii"n for the attainment of common 
purposes. 

Roth the Trades Unions Congress of 
the Mother Country and the American 
Federation of Labor— eacE in its own 
country— have very deservedly attained 
a status of importance and power, 
amply proving the wisdom as well as 
the necessity of their existence. This; 
importance and power is obviously be- 
gotten of the strength, the numbers, and 
the solidarity of purpos.e and action of 
the forces which they' directly repre- 
sent. 

On like ground., and for the sumo 
reasons the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada ought to be, aud can he, n 
powerftiO lever of usefulness and advan- 
tage to the working elements in Canada 
if only encouraged and sustained by at 
least the o'- .nized sections of ' the 
wage-earning people of the Dominion. 
Every recurring yenr, and session after 
session of parliament and of the provin- 
cial legislatures, makes this fact more 
strikingly obvious and clear.

The result was 
otherwise, however, for there were some 
-15 delegates in attendance at Winnipeg 
m September of that year.
